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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment, which amends claims 1 and 6, which now specifies "wherein saved sender 
* information remains saved after said packet is output to said network," have not been previously presented and now alters the scope of 
the claims; this new issue will require further search and consideration. For newly added claims 15 and 16, the newly adde claims raise 
new issues that would require further search and consideration. On pages 2-3 of the remarks filed on 11/28/2007, the applicants submit 
that nowhere in Hurvig is it suggested that some packets may contain attached information , while others do not. The applicants also 
submit that Hurvig fails to teach or suggest " control means for allocating an area in said payload storage means as an area to be used 
for storing the attached information if said determination means determines that said information data received from said application at a 
higher level includes said attached information." The examiner respectfully disagrees. Hurvig discloses a filtering mechanism , which can 
be used to eliminate unwanted frames before they get written to the memory area, wherein if the filter does not accept the frame header, 
the frame is skipped in its entirety, and is never written to the frame me mory area, and if the filter accepts the frame header, the frame is 
copied to the frame memory area (see column 14 lines 31-62). 
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
